In response to your letter of April l2th, I beg 
to advise that the larger of the two coins which you sent 
us seems to be a coin of Numidia under the rule of Masinissa 
or Micipsa who reigned arout 1468-118 F. C.. You will find 
a discussion of their coinage -in the "Review Numasmatique" 
for 1889, page 393. | 


The emali piece which you serit is a coin of’ the 
mint of Constantinople, struek after the death of Constantin 
the Great. fhe inscription on the obverse should be 
"Divus Constantinus pater Augustorum." On the reverse he 
is shown driving a quadrigea. The"Gons"of your piece 
evidently refers to the mint at Constantinople. . 


I em very gled indeed to answer your inquiries — 
about these coins. I am wondering whether you have an 
interest in this field. As you probably know, genuine 
coins such es these have but small money value. This, 
however, does not prevent their historical interest being 
very great.
